2—The brokers deliberately hypothe- 
cate, as security for their own loans, 
the stocks of their customers, irre- 
spective of the amount that has been 
paid on such stocks, and that as a re- 
sult of this practice the customers 
have lost their stocks in every one of 
a dozen failures in tne last few years.

I am giving you a stock ex- 
change answer.’’ 

‘‘What’s the difference?’’ inaiuized 
Untermyer, blandly. 

“‘There’s a ‘wide difference,’’ snaped 
Sturgis. 

Untermyer, apparently now having 
the full backing of the committee, 
went after the witness without mercy. 
Sturgis parried every question, but 
usually finished by giving the answer 
the attorney wanted. 

Once or twice he turned for support 


to John J. ilburn, who is sitting 
through the j"& a8 attorney for 
the stock e ge. Milburn, as a 
rule, told hi % swer the question. 
Sturgis took ‘th. stand just after the 
noon recess. 
“Ts it possi give the volume 


of business t ted on the exchange 
now as compared to 1869?’’ asked Un- 
termyer. ve AOS RNS DIE TEE RA RS 

“‘Fifty times the number of sales, I 
should say, and fifty times the value,’’ 
was the answer. 

‘*Then why has there been no in- 
crease for years in the number of 
members of the exchange?’’ 

“‘There are a sufficient number of 
brokers to attend to the husiness.’’ 

Sturgis said that exchange seats 
which brought $13,000 in 1869 are bring- 
ing about $55,000 and have soid for 
$95,000. He attributed the low price 
at the present time to the conditions 
of business and to slow trading. 

.The seat represensts to the holder an 
undivided interest in the exchange 
property for life, $10,000 insurance in 
the event of death and an interest in 
the stock quotation service, for which 
a rental of $20.2 month is charged. 

Methods of lending money on the 
stock exchange were explained by 
Griesel. ; 

**Can you give some idea of the 
amount of money that is lent in a day’s 
transaction?’’ asked Untermyer. 
‘*‘Sometimes,’’ replied Griesel, ‘‘three 
or tour millions are lent in fifteen or 
twenty minutes. I have lent some- 
times $25,000,000 a day and have bor- 
rowed $15,000,000... I represent. the 
borrower rather than the lender and I 
get the benefit in the transactions.’’ 

“Do J. P. Morgan & Co. lend at the 
exchange?’’ 

“They frequently do so,’’ replied 
Griesel, ‘‘although months may elapse 
between their transactions. The prin- 
cipal lenders are the National City 
Bank, the Chase National and the 
Bank of Commerce.”’ 

‘‘What would be the result of fixing 
arate of interest on money on the 
exchange?’’ asked Untermyer.

FEDERAL POLIGY IS 
DENOUNCED 


California Mining Men in State 
Convention Adopt Set ef 
~ Resolutions 


Government Conservation Methods 
Declared to Be Hindrance to 
Development 


San Francisco—After three days of 
discussion and debate on the conserva- 
tion question, during which every 
angle of the present federal policy of 
conserving the public domain, in so far 
as it related to the mining industry, 
was touched upon, the following reso- 
lution was passed by the sixteenth an- 
nual convention of the California 
Miners’ Association at its final session. 
It presents the attitude of the Cali- 
fornia miner toward conservation of 
the department of the interior. 

‘‘Whereas, The public lands were 
ceded by the original states of the 
Union to the federal government, to 
be held in trust and to be disposed of 
to actual settlers as soon as could be 
done, and at reasonable price; and 

Whereas, The later states admitted 
into the Union have been admitted 
upon the same understanding, and upon 
an equality with the original thirteen 
states; and 

Whereas, This rule is embodied in 


the early acts of congress and in many |§ 


decisions of the supreme court of the 
United States, 

We, therefore, beli¢ve that the re- 
maining public lands in all of the 


states should be disposed of consistent. 


with this policy and to actual settlers, 
where suitable for settlement, and 
where unsuitable for settlement that 
the same should be disposed of or de- 
voted to the most beneficial use of 
mining or other uses to which they ure 
suited, to the end that all of the public 
lands shall be, as soon as practicable, 
devoted to actual settlement or to the 
most useful available purposes, that 
the staes may be fully settled and their 
resources fully developed as soon as 
can be done for the benefit of the 
people of the several states and, there- 
fore, for the benefit of the whole 
people of the United States. 

And we are opposed to any policy in 
any direction inconsisetent with the 
equitable rule and the understanding in 
connection with whith the United 
States holds and administers the public 
lands. 

We call upon the governor and the 
legisiature of the several interesed 
states see to it that the righs and 
interests of such states and of the 
people shall be properly’ guarded and 
fully protected. 

With the unanimous election of the 
present officers to serve during the 
enusuing year and the adoption in full 
cf. the report of the resolutions com- 
mittee, the session came, to a close. 


PROCEEDINGS STATE 
TO FIX EXPRESS CHARGES 


Washington—An order requiring the 
express companies ot the country to 
show cause why the rates as issued by 
the interstate commerce commission 
should not go into effect on and after 
February 1, 1918, has been issued’ by 
the interstate commerce comniission. 
The rates were published by the com- 
mission July 11 of this year, after a 
protracted series of hearings. They 
cover traffic in every part of the 
United States and it is estimated 


of 28-per cent to shippers using the 
service ef the companies. 

The express companies are fighting 
hard for the retention of their monop- 
oly and will put forth every effort to 
prevent the establishment of govern- 
mental rates. It is estimated that the 
saving to the people by the lowering of 
th express rates. will be more than 
$50,000,000 yearly.

‘Observed the Occasion on the 
New England Coast—in Early ~ 
Soe, Colonial Days. 


HILE the settle 
ment of the Amer- 
ican continent is 
Modern and its 
history clearly de- 
fined, probably 
there were Christ- 
mas celebrations 
in what is now 
the United States 
several centuries 
before the first- 
voyage of Colum- 
bus. The chron- 
icles of Iceland 
tell the story of 
the visit made to 
Greenland by Lief, 
son of Eric the Red, of Norway, and 
describe the southward voyage of his 
little vessel past the snow-clad moun- 
tains of Labrador and the wooded 
shores of Newfoundland, until Vine- 
land, an indefinite region on the New 
England coast, was reached. 

Here Lief, who was a Christian, and 
the members of his little band of d@ar- 
Ing adventurers spent the winter of 
1002 and no doubt on the bleak New 
England shore the ‘beautiful feast, 
whose God-like spirit has softened and 
conquered the world, was celebrated. 

The Norwegian visits to Vineland 
were continued by Thorwald and Thor- 
stein, brothers of Lief, who had suc- 
ceeded to the patriarchal office and 
possessions of his father; and on the 
deaths in quick succession of both 
Thorwald and Thorstein the wife of 


wegian named Thorfin and accompa. 
nied him and a company of his follow. 
ers to Vineland, where they lived 
three years. Gudrida was a pious 
soul. When her second husband died 
she visited Rome, narrated to Pope 
Benedict an account of her adventures 
in this far western world and with the 
papal blessing returned to Iceland, 
where she founded a eonvent, of which 
she became abbess. 

There are no records bearing on the 
Christmas days spent by these hardy 
Norwegians in New England, but im- 
agination can well picture the renewal 
in this strange land of the Christmas 
customs of Scandinavia. And thus it 
4s entirely legitimate to assume that 


‘by them the first celebration of the 


day was observed in the new world. 

History, and tradition as well, are 
silent after this on new world affairs 
until the coming of the Spaniards, fol- 
lowed by the Portuguese, French and 
English. By them the feast of the Na- 
tivity was celebrated, and long before 
Plymouth Rock was discovered; to be 
made the cornerstone of a new civil- 
ization, hardy fishermen from France 
chanted the hymns of the Catholic 
church in the waters of Maine. An 
old French chart gives to certain is- 
lands near the Machias river, east of 
Penobscot, the names of Isles des Rois 
Mages and “Havre Mage—Isles of the 
Magian kings, and Magian harbor— 
in memory of the three wise men, who 
followed the mysterious star, to lay 
their offerings of gold, of frankincense 
and of myrrh before the Babe of Beth- 
lehem. 


In stern and puritan New England | 


Christmas was placed under ban. The 
Plymouth colony, intleed, did not pass 
prohibitive laws, but in 1622 Gov. Brad- 
ford placed all Christmas games under 
interdict and those who afterward 
observed the day did so secretly. But 
the Massachusetts Bay colony, follow- 
Ing the example of Cromwell's parlia- 
ment, which prohibited all observance 
of the feast and decreed that “holly 
and ivy were badges of sedition,” en- 
acted a law, in 1659, obliging all men 
to labor on Christmas day and inflict- 
ing a fine upon those who observed the 
feast. It was not until 1681]—more 
than 20 years after the passing of the 
Cromwell regime and the restoration 
of the Stuart dynasty ‘to the throne— 
that this law, abolishing personal free- 
dom and liberty of worship, was re- 
pealed; and several years after this 
the spirit of New England was reflect- 
ed in a letter written by Rev. Joshua | can 


; Moody to Rev. Increase Mather, tn 


-which the obsérvance of Christmas 
was thus referred t@: ‘And the-shut- 
tiag up of shops on Christmas day and 
driving the master out of sehool on 
Xmas holydafes dré Very grevous.” 
Elsewhere throughout..the. colonies 
the feast of Christmas was observed. 


Both New Amsterdam and New York! 


maintained the old-world customs as- 
sociated with the day and in the south 
the beautiful festival never lost its 
hold upon the hearts of the English 
settlers. 

Today there is no north, no. south, 
no east; no west, to Christmas ‘cele 
bration in the United States. The 
story of the Babe of Bethlehem - is 
written on every Heart “and every 
tongue on Christmas morning repeats 
the song the angels sang over the 
Judean hills: “Glory to God in the 
highest and on earth peace to men of 
good will.”
